1 . REFTEL INDICATES THAT MALAYSIA, DESPITE CERTAIN RESER- 
VATIONS, WOULD PROBABLY BE WILLING TO REPLACE CANADA ON ICCS 
IF PROPERLY APPROACHED AND IF ASSURED THAT ITS CANDIDACY 
WOULD BE ACCEPTABLE TO ALL CONCERNED. 

2. IN VIEW OF THIS ASSESSMENT, AND BECAUSE FOREIGN MINISTER 
LAM HAS ONCE AGAIN REQUESTED CONSULTATIONS ON THIS SUBJECT, 
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YOU ARE AUTHORIZED TO TELL LAM, IN TOTAL CONEIDENCE, THAT 
WE WOULD BE WILLING TO JOIN GVN IN OFEERING THE ICCS ROLE 
TO MALAYSIA. YOU SHOULD STRESS TO LAM THE DELICACY OE THIS 
MATTER, EROM KUALA LUMPUR' S POINT OP VIEW, AND URGE THAT WE 
CAREPULLY CONCERT OUR TACTICS IN THIS PROPOSED DEMARCHE. 

3. IN OUR VIEW, MALAYSIAN SUSCEPTIBILITY TO THE SUGGESTED 
ICCS ROLE WOULD BE CONSIDERABLY ENHANCED IF BOTH CANADA AND 
INDONESIA WERE TO ASSIST US IN THE PROCESS OP PERSUASION. 

WE THEREFORE PEEL IT IS IMPORTANT FOR US AND GVN TO CONSULT 
WITH REPRESENTATIVES OP THOSE TWO COUNTRIES AS WE UNDERTAKE 
OUR DEMARCHE TO KUALA LUMPUR. AS WE ENVISAGE THE PROCESS, 

IT WOULD INVOLVE FOLLOWING STEPS: 



( A) CONSULTATIONS IN SAIGON BETWEEN US EMBASSY AND 
GVN FONOPP TO CONCUR ON CHOICE OF MALAYSIA AS PREFERRED 
CANDIDATE. 

( B) ASSUMING GVN AGREES, CONSULTATIONS IN SAIGON WITH 
CANADIAN AND INDONESIAN REPRESENTATIVES TO ASSURE THAT 
THESE TWO COUNTRIES CONCUR IN PREFERENCE POR MALAYSIA AND 
WOULD BE PREPARED TO SUPPORT A JOINT US- GVN DEMARCHE IN 
KUALA LUMPUR. 

( C) ASSUMING CANADA AND INDONESIA CONCUR, JOINT US- GVN 
DEMARCHE IN KUALA LUMPUR TO SEEK GOM WILLINGNESS POR US TO 
ADVANCE MALAYSIAN NAME TO DRV AND TO SEEK CONCURRENCE OP 
COMMUNIST SIGNATORIES OP PARIS AGREEMENTS. 

( D) US COMMUNICATION, THROUGH PRIVATE CHANNELS, TO DRV 
PUTTING PORWARD MALAYSIAN CANDIDACY AND SEEKING COMMUNIST 
CONCURRENCE. 

( E) ASSUMING COMMUNIST CONCURRENCE, PORMAL US- GVN 
APPROACH TO GOM, IN KUALA LUMPUR, ASKING GOM TO ASSUME 
ROLE BEING VACATED BY CANADA. 

( P) US- GVN DEMARCHE TO BE POLLOWED IMMEDIATELY BY 
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CANADIAN AND INDONESIAN SUPPORTIVE ACTION, ALSO IN KUALA 
LUMPUR. 

4. SINCE TIME IS OP ESSENCE AND SINCE WE MUST PROVIDE 
AGAINST CONTINGENCY THAT GOM MAY TURN DOWN THIS PROPOSAL, 
THUS REQUIRING A NEW CANDIDATE, YOUR TALK WITH LAM SHOULD 
TAKE PLACE IMMEDIATELY AND YOU SHOULD SEEK HIS AGREEMENT
